If,  after  making 
tins  examination,  zae  advise  an  application,  we  zvill  on  receipt  of  the  cost  of  the  draiving,  prepare 
all  the  papers  and  send  them  to  the  Inventor  for  execution,  and  on  their  return,  accompanied  by 
the   \st  Government  Fee  ($15.00),  we  zvill  file  and  diligently  prosecute  the  case. 

No  Fee  becomes  due  us  until  the  application  is  allozved,  when  our  fee  {usually  about  820.) 
must  be  paid. 

Should  we  fail  to  secure  a  Patent  on  any  application  we  advised,  by  reason  of  a  defective 
examination,  we  will  issue  to  the  Inventor,  THREE  TRANSFERABLE  CERTIFICATES  of  FIVE

APPLICATIONS  that  have  been  Rejected  receive  Special  Attention  from  us,  and  are  taken  on 
similar  terms.  The  examination  fee  being,  however,  from  Six  to  Ten  Dollars.  We  also  secure
